LUXEMBOURG MAY 
RAISE AN ARMY 


Within. the past few 
months the question of creat- 
ing a small defence force for 
Luxembourg has been raised. 


One proposal, sponsored by Prince 
Felix, husband of the Grand Duchess, 
envisages the formation of an army of 


7,000 or 8,000 men whose function it 


would be to destroy frontier bridges 
and to render roads impassable in the 
event of a threatened invasion of 
Luxen{bourg. 


The object the Prince had in mind 
was to check the invading force for a 
time sufficient to allow friendly forces 
to come to the aid of Luxembourg. 


It was his firm opinion that such a 
scheme would give a good chance to 
friendly forces to occupy the major 
portion of the Grand Duchy before a 
hostile army could cross the frontier 
in force.

TALK WITH PRESIDENT 


Apparently the opponents to the 
scheme pin their faith for the future 
security of Luxembourg on the ex- 
cellent impression left in the United 
States by Prince Felix when he re- 
presented the Grand Duchy at the 
New York Exhibition, and on the 
hope of American intervention in the 
case of invasion. 


Following conversations with Prince 
Felix, President Roosevelt Is stated to 
have given assurances that he would 
never lose sight of the fact that the 
Grand Duchy, In the case of a Euro- 
pean conflagration,. might be in need 
of help. 

Responsible opinion, however, is 
inclined.to doubt whether American 
protection could be applied if Luxem- 
bourg continues to limit herself to a 
policy of unarmed neutrality, a policy 
which can only be favourable to a 
power disposed to violate her terri- 
tory.

The survivors, of the Imperial Air- 
ways liner that made a forced land- 
ing on the sea near Sicily on Decem- 
ber 21 owe their lives to the scaman- 
ship of the captain and crew of a 
small sailing ship, the Giuseppe Padre. 

The full story is now available from 
the report of a Royal Air Force Wing 
Commander who was one of‘the res- 
cued. When the captain of the air- 
craft realised that he was. in trouble, 
re circled round the ship several times, 
firing Verey lights, and as the result 
of brilliant manoeuvring, came down 
on the sea 200 yards ahead of her. 
Passengers and crew climbed out of 
the cabin on to the wings, but weather 
conditions were bad for rescue work. 
There was a high wind and moun- 
tainous seas, and before a small boat 
from the schooner could reach them, 
the whole party were swept off the 
plane, which settled down by the head. 
The boat had great difficulty in reach- 
ing the people struggling in the water, 
but picked up three who had drifted 
apart and was then loaded to capacity, 
so that its chances of regaining the 
ship were precarious.

With full R.A.F. honours, the funeral 
of the German airman whose body 
was washed ashore on the Norfolk 
coast, took place at Sheringham ceme- 
tery. He was believed to have been a 
member of the crew of the Heinkel 
machine which crashed into the sea 
off Sheringham. 

The coffin, draped with a large 
Swastika flag, with an escort of 10 
RAF. sergeants walking alongside, 
was carried on a tender drawn by an 


"RAF. lorry.” ‘Behind it’ walked offi- {> 


cers and. men of the R.A.F. 

A brass plate on the coffin was in- 
scribed, “This body is believed: to be 
that of Oberleutenant W. Wodtke, late 
of the German armed forces, and who 
died at Sheringham.” 

Airmen with arms reversed formed 
4 guard of honour at the entrance to 
the cemetery. The-burial service was 
conducted by an Army padre. 
_ + After the coffin had been lowered 

into the grave the airmen fired three 
volleys over it. While Last Post was 
sounded the firing party and other 
airmen at the graveside fixed bayonets 
and presented arms, while officers 
saluted. - 


A Flanders poppy cross was placed 
on the coffin by a member of the 
Sheringham British Legion.

so that their eoribined shouts would 
help to direct the rescue party. In the 
meantime, the ship had made consi- 
derable leeway, and her skipper, Cap- 
tain Romano, got her under way aghin 
to bring her nearer. The Giuseppe 
Padre is an old and unwieldy ship 
and not capable of sailing 
near the wind, but in a 
series of short tacks, her 
skipper brought her back to the scene 
of the disaster, where the survivors of 
the aircraft, rapidly becoming weaker, 
were drifting apart. 


“Eventually, I realised that the 
Giuseppe Padre had achieved the 
almost impossible,” continues the Wing 
Commander's report, “and that her 
next tack would bring her within hail- 
ing distance of us. Some idea of 
sea conditions may be gained from my 
very vivid recollections of looking 
down on the deck one moment and the 
next of being able to see nothing of 
her except the topsail. Somehow or 
other, the Captain got his ship near 
enough for me to catch a lifebuoy on 
a line and I used the very last of my 
strength to hold on.” 


WORKED LIKE SLAVES 


The Wing Commander was the third 
and last to be rescued from the sea, 
in addition to the three picked up by 
the boat, and he had been in the water 
nearly three hours. He says that Cap- 
tain Romano and his crew “worked 
like galley slaves” to get the best out 
of their ship, and he speaks apprecia- 
tively of the difficulties of manoeuvr- 
ing such a ship under such conditions 
and getting it to an exact unmarked 
spot directly. to windward in the dark. 


“No men could have done more, and 
the wonder is, not that five were lost, 
but that six were saved.” 


The survivors were transferred to 
a steamer owned by the sume com- 
pany as the Giuseppe Padre, and land- 
ed at Malta. They cannot speak too 
highly of the kindness they received 
from the crews of both ships.

This policy, attributed to 
Hitler's personal orders, Indicates 
a desire to Intensify short-radius 
harrying tactics in the North Sea.

Sir,—One reads from day‘ to day, in 
almost endless procession, reports of 
what are designated as “tree vandals 
of the fines and im- 
prisonment imposed on the culprits. 

While I do not intend to try to justi- 
fy or exculpate the vandals, but as a 
tree lover, protector, and planter I 
have arrived at the conclusion that 
the methods employed are wrong and 
not a deterrent, and as a remedy sub- 
mit the following suggestions. 

Those convicted of tree cutting of- 
fences should be handed over to the 
Afforestation Department and as a 
measure of restitution compelied to do 
as much actual planting as would 
compensate for damage done, and at 
the same time afford a salutory lesson 
on the labour and time required to re- 
afforest denuded areas. Instead of a 
$10.00 fine or so many weeks in gaol 
at the rate-payers’ expense, the 
punishment could be assessed in terms 
of trees to be planted. Instead of a 
$5.00 fine, substitute the planting of 50 
trees. . : 

No extra regular police or forest 
guards will be needed for control, but 
the much abused “Peace Preserva- 
tion” members about whom we have 
heard so much of late could be em- 
ployed for the purpose. Such action 
will be some return on the public 
money expended on uniforms, trun- 
cheons, &c., &c. « 

Nor am I convinced that the Gov- 
ernment is entirely excusable, It is 
dificult to understand, why Govern- 
ment did not exercise control over 
supplies and _ prices when firewood 
was almost unprocurable except to 
those whose pockets were well-lined. 
Such a measure may become necessary 
even yet, but taken at the proper time 
would have conserved stocks and ob- 
viated what amounted to almost a 
Monopoly, as well as preventing the 
pillage and pilfering of fuel from 
planted areas. 

Cooked foods are as much a ne- 
cessity for the poor us for the rich, 
and it is not too much to say that it 
is obligatory on a paternal Govern- 
ment to consider all aspects of the 
welfare of its meanest and poorest 
subjects. 

The Home Government is spending 
Millions for the poor in controlling 
prices of necessities as well as seeing 
that all share proportionately. 

Why not Communal Kitchens as 
much as Latrines, Bathhouses, Dis- 
pensaries, &c., &c., &c.,?

Increases in taxi fares are authorised 
under a new regulation gazetted,

The “Gazette” makes regula- 
tions under a new Emergency 
Powers (Colonial Defence) Or- 

_ der-in-Councll which define as a 
protected area the whole of Hong 
Kong except— 

(1) in the island of Hong Kong, 
the area bounded by Tung Lo 
Wan Road, Tai Hang Road, Bowen 
Road, Garden Road to Robinson 
Road to Park Road, ‘Bonham 
Rond, Western Street, and Con- 
naught Road; 

(2) in Kowloon, the area bound- 
ed by Chathnm Rond, Ma Tau 
Wai Road, ‘Tam Kung Road and 
Prince Edward Rond to the sea- 
front and its western extremity. 

Nothing in this order shall pre- 
vent a person travelling by the 
Star Ferry or the Hong Kong and 
Yaumati Ferry on direct routes 
between Hong Kong and Kow- 
loon.
